Kenneth  Hughes  was  captain  of  basket- 
ball.

Seniors  of  the  coming  year. 

September,  19.33 — Seniors!  It  is  hardly  believalile — the  four  years  have  been 
all  too  swift,  but  our  coveted  goal  is  near  at  hand.  Robert  Kimball,  of  Manson, 
N.  C,  was  elected  to  guide  us  through  our  last  year.  Reliable  and  dependable 
he  displayed  marked  ability  for  leadership.  Aubrey  Winecoff  was  captain  of  the 
football  team,  and  again  Kenneth  Hughes  was  captain  of  the  basketball  team,  both 
of  these  seniors  leading  their  respective  teams  with  honor. 

Senior  thesis  !  Many  hours  of  toil  were  spent  in  writing  the  book  that  was  to 
show  the  extent  of  our  knowledge.  May  30,  1934.  Our  day  of  days.  Never  will 
we  forget  the  exultant  feeling  of  receiving  our  prize — diplomas. 

Now  our  ways  must  part,  with  each  fellow  student  pursuing  liis  chosen  voca- 
tion, but  never  forgetting  his  happy  days  at  Elon.
